Some of the eastern gold men are 


throwing off all disguises and declar- 
ing unequivocally againf.t the coinage 
ot silver at any ratio. They want the 
Hingis gold standard established in the 
United Btates and silver deprived of 
all legal tender power until it is re- 
stored by international agreement. The 
circular issued by the Boston gold men 
urging the unconditional repeal of the 
purchasing claube of the Sherman act 
contains this paragraph' 


The establishment of any ratio what- 
ever between tho two metals, associated 
with the legal tender quality, unless 
connected with an international agree- 
ment, is a virtual renewal of the silver 
purchase provision of the Bherinan bill 
and a re-euactmentof tho present ruin- 
ous condition. 


That states the views of the gold men 


plainly. They do not want silver coined 
at 15 to 1 nor at 30 to 1, in fact they do 
not want it coined at all unless England, 
which produces no silver and wants the 
prico of the metal depressed so it can 
be profitably used in India, consents 
to its coinage for money purposefe. 


Those Boston gold men present the 


question wquarely. They are for the 
single standard 
solely 
and 
ex- 


clusively. 
They do not propobe nor 


favor any compromise. They say in 
plain words that the establishment of 
any ratio whatever between gold and 
silver at present is a virtual renewal o£ 
the silvar purchase provision o£ tho i 
Sherman act. They are opposed to the 
coinage ol silver aw much as to the pur- 
chase of the metnl. 


As this, is '• a government of the peo- 


ple, by the people for tho people," the 
qui'slioii Whether gold alono or gold 
and silver hluill be the mouey of ulti- 
mato redemption iti the United States ? 
should be .submitted at the next elec- 
tion for uiouiberti oC coiigre&y. 
The 


financial question is of paramount im- 
portance. Tho advocates of tree coin- 
age should place u candidate in tho 
fluid iu every congressional district 
and lot the gold uion, if they desiro to 
ascertain tho will of tho majority, and 
lot tho people decide between them. 
Tho politicians will, of course, object to 
such a tent and will endeavor, as they 
diu a year ai(o, to keep the main ques- 
tion in the back ground, but the people 
should not permit themselves to bo de- 
ceived by such trickery. No candidate 
for congress luu yoL hud the hardihood 
to deilaro for tho gold standard alone, 
though several declared for free coin- 
ago, and it ib believed that in no in- 
sitaucc hua one who came out squarely 
for free coinage been defeated. 


The issue to-duy in congress is be- 
tween the single standard or gold men 
and the free coiuuge or silver men, and 
tho former appear to be ill tho majority, 
in tho house at least. If they represent 
tho wishes of the majority of the people 
then the minority should quietly sub- 
mit. 
13ut the silver men do not believe 
that the people of the United States 
favor the gold standard and if tho gold 
mer- think otherwise let the question 
be submitted upon its merits iu every 
congressional district, as it was iu 
Colorado and Nevada last year, and let 
the people decide it at the ballot box. 


AN 
I>UXY. 


The hope of the silver men now lies 


in the senate. The house has declared 
for the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman act, and against free coinage 
at uuy ratio and the silver men must 
look to the senate for relief. 


The full membership of the senate is 


88. At present there are three vacan- 
cies, one from 
Montana, one from 


Washington and one from Wyoming. 


The legislature in each o'f these 


states failed to elect a United States 
senator. 
Tho governor in each case 


appointed a senator to fill the vacancy. 
Tha senate, by a- vote of 34 to 31 de- 
clined to yoat the appointed senators. 
As the people of the three states are 
believed to be iu favor of free coinage 
the governor of each should at once 
convene tho legislature in special ses- 
sion to elect a senator and thus materi- 
ally strengthen the silver men in the 
senate. In tho present emergency the 
people will not i-omplain of the extra 
expense as the silver cause may require 
every vote. 
There are to-day in the senate and 


house only two parties — tho gold men 
and the silver men, and the legislatures 
of tho three states in which there are 
vacancies will doubtless see by this 
time that it is their imperative duty to 
lay aside all the personal and political 
considerations which divided them last 
winter and immediately elect men to 
the United States senate who are une- 
quivocally for free coinage, regardless 
of their political affiliations in the 
past.

AGAINST 
COINAGE. 


The house of representatives has de- 


clared against the free coinage of silver 
at any ratio and passed the Wilson bill 
to repeal the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act by a decisive majority. 
By agreement a vote was first taken on 
Eland's amendment to coin silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. This was defeated 
by a vote of 126 yeas to 225 uayes. An 
amendment to coin silver at a ratio 
of 17 to 1 received less votes than the 
Bland amendment, as did also an 
amendment to coin silver at 20 to 1. 


On the amendment to coin silver at 


the ratio of 16 to 1, 102 Democrats, 12 
Republicans and 12 Populists voted in 
tho affirmative, and 112 Democrats and 
113 Eepublicaus in the negative. Forty- 
four per cent of the Democrats, 9}-» per 
cent of the Republicans, and 100 per 
cent of the Populists voted for free 
coinage. 


Farther comment on the vote seems 
superflous. It takes more than two 
Democrats and more than ten Republi- 
cans to count as much as one Popalist 
in voting for free coinage in the house 
of representatives. People who favor 
free coinage should remember this 
when they vote at the next election. 


The House Faageg the "Wilson BUI—The 


Vote on the Amendments. 


WiSHJNGTON, August 28.—The gal- 


leries of the house were crowded long 
before the time for its assembling by 
parties interested in the result of the 
balloting on the silver question after a 
two weeks' debate. When the speaker 
rapped for order at noon nearly every 
seat in the hall was filled. While wait- 
ing for the call to order Bland freely 
admitted that the claims of the anti- 
silver men of a majority of fifty were 
well founded and might be exceeded. 
It looked as if the Wilson bill might go 
through with little or no friction. 


After reading the journal, Weaver of 


New York appeared at the bar of the 
house and was sworn in. 


Then the clerk reported the resolu- 


tion containing the order of procedure 
on the silver question, providing a vote 
first on the free coinage of silver at & 
ratio of 16 to 1. 


Bailey of Texas asked if in case all 


the amendments as to ratios were de- 
feated would it be in order to propose 
an additional amendment. 


The speaker thought not, but would 


hear the gentleman on the subject 
when the time came to formally pre- 
sent the subject. 


McMillan of Tennessee wished to 


offer an amendment for the free coin- 
age of the product of the silver mines 
of the United States. 


Bland objected even to its reading, 


saying it was not free coinage at all. 


Then the Wilson bill, repealing the 


silver purchase clause of the Sherman 
act, was lead and Bland offered his first 
amendment for free coinage at a ratio 
of 16 to 1. It was defeated—yeas 124 
to 226, amid applause from the anti- 
silver men, who did not expect so large 
a majority. 


On the vote of 17 to 1, besides the 


loss of votes of the Populist members 
of that party withholding their votes 
several negative votes were cast by 
those who favored the ratio of 16 to 1 
This amendment was lost by a vote ol 
100 to 2-10. 


The 18 to 1 amendment was rejected 


—102 to 239. 


The 19 to 1 amendment was rejectee! 


—105 to 237. 


The amendment to re-enact 
the 


Bland-Allison act was defeated—136 to 
213. 


The Wilson repeal bill was then 


passed—239 to 110. 


JSig Utml by Highwaymen. 


HELENA, Mont, August 28.—Masked 


men held up a Northern Pacific east' 
bound train near Stillwater, in the 
eastern part of the state. They 
cured about i}>10,000 from the express 
car and a number of watches and dia 
moiids from tho passengers. The pas 
sengers, however, had secreted some o 
their valuables while the robbers were 
in the express car. The highwaymen 
were cool while at work, joking with 
the passengers. The sheriffs of two 
counties with a force of thirty men 
are in pursuit of the robbers, who ar< 
evidently old hands. 


A friend to Silver. 


LONDON, August 28.—The Right Hon 


Henry Chaplain has sent the Tunes e 
letter defending his attitude upon the 
Indian currency question. He declare; 
•that when England sanctioned 
th< 


closing of the mints in India she in 
flicted a gross injury upon the nativ 
population. Chaplain holds that th 
English government is mainly re 
sponsible for the failure of the Brus 
sels monetary conference, charging 
that it willfully threw away an oppoi 
tunity for promoting settlement of th 
silver question affecting all parts o 
the world. 


A Tltlnl Wa%e Predicted- 


MIDDLETCWN, Conn., August 
28.— 


Horace Johnson of this city, who pre 
dieted the recent big storm, says tha 
the worst in the history of the country 
will come between September 6th anc 
10th. He predicts that a great tida 
wave will roll into the streets of Bos 
ton and New York along the docks and 
for a time completely submerge them 
He warns merchants owning property 
in sea coast cities to remove good 
along the water front. 


Telegraphic Xotes. 


The senate disposed of the cases o 


Mantle of Montana and John B. Allen, 
of Washington yesterday by refusiug 
to seat them. 


The house bill to repeal the Sherman 


Act was referred to the finance com- 
mittee. 
Voorhees stated that there 


would be prompt action on the bill in 
connection with the measure already 
reported from the finance committee. 


Sunday morning the Manhattan train 


ran into the rear of a Rockaway train 
on Long Island, N. Y. Sixteen persons 
were killed and eighteen wounded, a 
number fatelly. Among the killed was 
F. A. Buck, editor of the New York 
Spirit of ihe Times. 


At San Sebastian, Spain, the audience 


at a concert attacked the musicians be- 
cause they refused to play the Basque 
hymn and proceeded to the hotel where 
Prime Minister Sagasta was stopping 
and stoned it. Troops were called out 
and forced to fire on the mob, killing 
two and-severely wounding several.

I have no intention of following him 


in his incongruous wanderings from thi 
subject in hand, to protection anc 
money manipulators, among whom .

about equal, to our boys and girls, and

wealth of the town and shall have full power , 
o take all measures necessary to promote 
he health thereof. 
SEC. 2. Said Board of Health shall be ap- , 
jointed by the Board of County Conirais- ' 
ioners, and their term of office shall be 
ommeusurate with the term of office of tho 
.touiity Commissioners elected for the short 
erm. 
Said Board shall elect their own ' 
officers and shall make such regulations con- 
orning their own government ub they may 
leem necessary. 
SSBO. 8. It shall be the duty of said Hoard, 
whenever in Its judgment the town is threat- 
sued with or afflicted by an epidemic, in- 
actions or contagious disease, to issue, or 
ause to be issued, huch orders, regulations 
and instructions as ma> he in their judg- < 
merit deemed effective for the prevention, 
•emoval or limitations of sucrr disease, 
vhioh orders, regulations and instructions i 
shall bo published in full in at least one of 
the daily papers for such period of time as 
shall be determined by said Hoard, such 
orders, regulations arid instructions to bo 
ind remain in full force and effect until by i 
said Hoard revoked.

that such removal would be attended with i 
danger, then such measures shall immediate- 
ly be taken .is may bo deemed advisable to 
prevent the spread of the contagion or in- 
fection, anil to cause any such person or 
[jreml&es ^ here he or she may be to be 
quarantined and to prevent the ingress or

egress of any person or persons, as may de- 
sire to said premises. 


SEC. 5. "11 persons having small-pox or 
any contagious or infectious disease in the 
town, who shall refuse or cannot be taken 
to a place prepared or degsigimted for them, 
are hereby required to be kept closely con- 
fined in their respective dwellings or places 
of abode, and to obey snch rules and regula- 
tions as may be adopted by said Hoard of 
Health; and any person failing to comply 
with the requirements of this section shall 
be deemed guilty of a nuisance and shall 
upon conviction thereof be lined not less 
than ten or more than five hundred dollars. 
tine- 0. iiny person suffering from any in- 
fectious or contagious disease, who will- 
fully exposes himself or herself in any street, 
public place or convejance, or any person 
having tho care, charge or coiitiol of any 
sucli person in said town, who shall permit 
such exposure, or uuy person who give?, 
sells, lends, transmits or exposes any cloth- 
ing, bedding, rags or other thing or things 
which have been exposed to infection, and 
any person who shall let any person any 
iiouse, room or part of a house in which any 
person has been confined by reason of any 
such disease, without having such room or 
house completely disinfected to the satis- 
faction of the Board of Health, shall on con- 
viction be fined not less than ten nor more 
than five hundred dollars. 
S.EO. 7. The proprietor of any 
hotel, 
boarding house, tenement house, lodging 
house, or other place in the town shall, iu 
tho event of any person living in such house 
becoming afllicted with any infectious or 
contagious disease, at once notify the Boaid 
of Health thereof m writing. *or neglect- 
ing to give the notice herein provided, the 
person so ollending shall upon conviction, 
be hned not less than ten nor more than five 
hundred dollars for each and every offense. 
SEC. 8. Whenever any person or railroad 
train coming into Iteno shall show symp- 
toms indicating an attack of smull-pox or 
other contagious or infectious; disease, or 
whenever such fact shall come to the knowl- 
edge of conductor or person in charge of 
any such train as to lead him to suppose 
that any person on his train is attacked with 
small-pox or Is infected with tho disease, it 
shall be the duty of such conductoi or the 
peison so having tho train iu charge, before 
he shall have reached a point within twelve 
miles of the town limits, to telegraph such 
fact to tho Hoard of Health or some member 
thereof; and \\ henever it shall be impossible 
to send such telegram, said conductor or said 
person having such train in charge and hav- 
ing a person 011 board so suspected by him of 
having small-pox or other infectious or con- 
tagious disease, shall retain such person 
upon the train upon reaching Reno until he 
shall have notified thw Board of Health or 
some member thereoi of such fact, and until 
a reasonable time shall have elapsed after 
such notice for the Board of Health of the 
town to take charge of such party. Any con, 
ductor failing to comply with the require- 
ments of this section shall, upon conviction, 
be fined in any sum not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars. 
SEC. 9. The Board of Health shall have 
the pov*or to appoint any and all necessary 
aid or assistance iu carrj ing into effect any 
rule adopted by them or ordinance of the 
town, or law of the State in relation to in- 
fectious or contagious disease or the sani- 
tary condition of the town. 
SEO 10. It is hereby made the duty of the 
Ohief of Police of the town of Keno to attend 
upon the Board of Health, when requested 
to do so by them, and to act in conjunction 
with them in carrying out their orders.

BULES AND SUGGESTIONS 


—OF THE— 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


I 


NASMUCH AS THERE HATE BEEN 
cases of diphtheria in Beuo and new 
cases appeni'ing', notwithstanding the efforts 
of the attending physicians and this Board, 
and there seems, to be danger of it becoming 
epidemic, we, as the Board of Health, by 
power vested in us by Town Ordinance NO. 39, 
do adopt and create the following rules and 
make the following suggestions: 
KUI.E 1—All cases of diphtheria or other 
contagious diseases shall oe reported by the 
attending physician to the Secretary of the 
Board of Health at his office as soon as said 
physician is satislied that the case is con- 
tagious, 
KULE 2—At once upon the report of such 
case, the Chief of Police will be instructed to 
post notice, naming the disease, upon the 
house wherein it is, and shall place said 
premises, or such portion of them as are 
deemed necessary by him, under quaranti e, 
and no perbon shall be allowed ingress or 
egress without consent of attending phy- 
sicians. 
, 
„ 
KULE 3—During the course of and upon 
the termination ot the sickness there shall be 
used such means af disinfecting as shall be 
directed by phjsician in attendance. 
RULE 4—The above rules (1, 2 and 8) shall 
continue in force till such .time as a certifi- 
cate, signed by the physician who has_the 
case in charge, be presented to the Chiei of 
Police, stating that the disinfecting of prem- 
ises, furniture and clothing has beeji thor- 
ough, and in his opinion there is no further 
danger of infection, when notice will be re- 
moved and quarantine raised. 
. 
KULE 5—No person djing from diphtheria 
shall be buried other than in private, and as 
soon as circumstances 
will permit after 
death, without special consent from this 
Board. 
. , 
KULE 6—TVe hereby, upon power vested in 
us by Section 9 of said ordinance, appoint all 
constables and deputy constables m the town 
of Keno to act with the Chief of Police in en- 
forcing above ordinance and rulej We 
earnestly request the aid of our citizens, 
feeling that they can do much by their co- 
operation in reporting cases of suspected 
disease and premises known by them to be 
in an unsanitary condition, but we cannot 
act upon any such reports .unless they are 
made in writing with the signature of com- 
plainant attached. In this way we feel that 
the heads of families can do more than by 
publishing resolutions iu the papers taken 
entirely from hearsay.

water below rises, so that steam is siven 
off in roite of the pressure, and the col- 
umn in tho exit tube is gradually forced 
np-i-.-ard.
